Leon  Oswald  Head,  one  of  the  nation's  best-known  business 
executives,  who  this  week  retired  from  the  presidency  of  the 
gargantuan  Railway  Express  Agency  which  under  his  direc- 
tion had  demonstrated  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  critical  public 
that  anything  can — and  does — go  by  Express.  A  relative  new- 
comer to  the  Princeton  scene,  Head  at  age  70 — after  a  half- 
century  in  the  express  field — probably  knows  as  much  as  any 
living  American  about  ever-changing  customs  and  trendis 
within  these  United  States. 

A  native  of  Milner,  Ga.,  and  a  graduate  of  Ouachita  Col- 
lege, Arkadelphia,  Ark.,  Head  made  his  start  in  1898,  taking 
over  a  Wells  Fargo  clerkship  at  Dublin,  Tex.,  following  serv- 
ice as  an  infantry  lieutenant  in  the  Spanish-American  War. 
He  moved  up  year-by-year,  and  rung-by-rung — clerk,  agent, 
general  agent,  superintendent,  efficiency  superintendent,  vice 
president's  assistant,  vice  president — until  he  was  named  presi- 
dent in  1932  of  the  I. C.C. -supervised  agency  that  had  been 
evolved  from  what  was  once  seven  major  express  companies. 

His  career  bracketed  an  era  of  startling  expansion  and  the 
express  bills  moving  over  his  desk  reflected  the  demands  of 
a  restless,  energetic  people.  For  instance,  as  a  young  express- 
man in  the  "Gulf  Southwest,"  he  was  largely  concerned  with 
carloads  of  ice,  bottled  soda  pop  and  bananas — three  items 
not  found  in  express  cars  since  the  development  of  mechani- 
cal refrigeration,  local  bottling  plants  and  specialized  freight 
service.  Today  the  same  express  territory  specializes  in  oil- 
well  equipment,  geodetic  charts  for  off-shore  drilling  and  hun- 
dreds of  once  undreamed-of  articles. 

The  Railway  Express  Agency,  collecting  more  than  $400,- 
000,000  annually  in  transport  fees  and  daily  toting  just  about 
anything  imaginable  on  10,000  trains,  was  facing  a  gi-im  future 
when  Head  assumed  the  presidency  in  the  depth  of  the  de- 
pression. Business  was  shriveling  and  employees  were  being 
laid  off  by  the  hundreds.  Head  promptly  covered  the  express 
system,  met  some  40,000  employees  and  convinced  them  that 
they  could  build  business.  For  the  next  57  months,  1932-1937,. 
Express  revenue  mounted  steadily. 

For  symbolizing  the  tremendous  achievements  of  the  gen- 
eration that,  in  spite  of  the  criticisms  of  those  who  have  fol- 
lowed, guided  this  country  through  one  of  its  most  fateful 
periods;  for  never  losing  his  zest  for  pioneering;  for  giving 
Princeton  one  more  reason  to  describe  itself  as  a  "unique  com-

can't  see  why  it  couldn't  follow  cot- 
fee  as  a  liqueur  substitute,  too.)  To 
serve  it  as  a  tasty  hot  sip,  bring  the 
wine  almost  to  a  simmer,  but  not 
quite,  or  its  wonderful  true-black- 
berry, tangy  flavor  will  be  lost. 

Following  up  on  that  "true 
blackberry" — it  may  interest  you 
to  know  why  it  won  out  in  the 
Home  Institute  "blind"  tasting  test. 
We  quote  Miss  Paddleford:  "The 
blackberry  is  rather  bland  fruit, 
except  for  its  acidity.  During  the 
fermentation,  when  considerable 
heat  is  created,  the  delicate  flavor 
esters  (?)  are  partially  volatilized. 
To  give  the  drink  back  its  full 
goodness  (he  maker  has  added  con- 
centrated blackberry,  juice  and 
pulp,  in  a  soluble  form — a  process- 
ing method  evolved  after  two  years 
of  research."
